COME TO THE CONVENTION! 
LEARN TO MAKE THE MOST OF 
BOOKSELLING! 


T: the Convention of the American Book- 


sellers’ Association, in New York, May 

14-16, every bookseller and bookstore 
assistant who can come, should come. All 
will be welcome. In these years of war some 
national associations have considered that 
such gatherings might well be postponed, but 
on second thought most of them have reached 
the conclusion that there is more reason than 
ever that national unity and co-opération 
within the respective callings should be em- 
phasized by these conferences. The conven- 
tions of the American Booksellers’ Associa- 
tion have not been what they should be and 
may be made. The American Library Asso- 
ciation has brought together as many as 1500 
members at its conferences, from the chief 
librarians of the largest public library systems 
to the modest assistants in small country libra- 
ries. These have stimulated and inspired the 
calling of librarianship and made it a true 
profession of national value. The annual con- 
vention of booksellers should ultimately bring 
together, not merely two or three hundred, 
but a thousand people for the same kind of 
inspiration. The function of bookseller and 
librarian is the same—that of distributing 
books and thus educating the community, and 
as “a book owned is better than a book 
loaned,” the enlightened bookseller can do a 
public service not less important than that of 
the librarian. When this is recognized by the 
Professional education of the bookseller, in 
his daily work and thru such great national 
gatherings, bookselling will, indeed, have be- 
come a profession, and a profession of high 
rank. Toward this end every bookseller in 
the land should be ready to do his part.

Therefore, men and women all, come to the 
Convention! 

One of the most important subjects before 
the retail trade, which also vitally concerns 
the publishing trade, is the education of the 
bookseller thru definite methods of instruc- 
tion. In 1883, when the suggestion of library 
schools was made at the American Library 
Association conference of that year, the ques- 
tion was asked what such schools could teach 
and what would be the good of them. The 
answer has been made in the fact that more 
than a score of library schools and organized 
classes exist to-day, and that their many 
graduates are practically assured of library 
posts at their graduation. Thanks to the 
initiative of B. W. Huebsch, who contributes 
to this issue an interesting resumé of this 
work, definite bookselling education was 
started in New York six years ago. Miss 
Graham’s work in Philadelphia and “home 
school’ lessons in the PusBLisHERS’ WEEKLY, 
have been new proof of the possibilities of 
this special field of education, and there is 
every prospect that, ultimately if not this year, 
bookselling classes will be added to library 
school work in connection with one or more 
of our universities or library schools. Miss 
Graham’s lessons, despite a few errors of fact 
or of counsel, have been widely recognized as 
remarkably comprehensive and exceptionally 
valuable, and her paper on “A Bookseller’s 
Reading” in this issue, will be found especially 
interesting. The coming Convention will give 
a full session to the important topic of book- 
selling education, and this alone should make 
the largest practicable attendance well worth 
while. 

In addition to this valuable series, we have 
in plan a series of articles on “Successful 
Bookselling,” of which the first is printed in 
this issue. These have a double purpose and 
scope—to set forth examples of individual 
bookstores, including book departments of 
department stores, which by their methods of 
success should stimulate other dealers to 
profitable emulation, and to collect the ex- 
periences and suggestions on stated subjects 
from the booksellers of the country, which 
will form the material of what may be called 
symposiums on specific points in bookselling. 
This first article describes the successful work 
of one department bookstore, in which the 
stock was so enterprisingly handled that it 
reached a turn-over of eight to ten times in 
the year—a remarkable showing. In connec- 
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tion with this is given a calendar of the work 
of the bookselling year, which should be 
found usefully suggestive. We print also the 
complete outlines of a questionnaire which 
will be sent in successive installments to the 
retail book-trade, of which the first has 
already been mailed. Copies will be sent on 
application to any bookseller who has failed 
to receive one and who is willing to make 
reply. From the returns to these questions 
we expect to be able to place a wealth of 
suggestive information at the disposal of the 
retail booksellers of the country. This is a 
development in line with the prizes offered by 
the American Booksellers’ Association for 
letters on suggestive bookselling, of which the 
third is printed in this issue. 


We feel that the book-trade of this coun- 
try is on the threshold of a great evolution 
which will develop after the war, and we plan 
to make the PusiisHers’ WEEKLY more than 
ever a help to the retailer as a coadjutor in 
this great work. We, therefore, frankly ask 
our retail bookselling friends to make sure 
that the PustisHers’ WEEKLY reaches and is 
read by bookstore assistants as well as prin- 
cipals, as a part of the week’s occupation, 
which reading we hope will be to the pleasure 
and profit of all. It is our belief that the re- 
tail book-trade of this country, as done thru 
regular bookstore channels, should at least be 
doubled. What this will mean to the publish- 
ing side of the trade needs no emphasis, and 
we, therefore, urge the cordial and complete 
co-operation of publishers toward this end. 
The library facilities offered to our soldiers 
in camp and field will make many of them 
readers who were not readers before, .and 
after the excitements of the war, which lead 
to abnormal newspaper reading, readers in 
general will give more time to books. The 
opportunity should be seized upon by the re- 
tail trade, which should not leave it to mail- 
order houses, to periodicals exploiting book 
premiums, or subscription agents, who sell 
padded editions at double and treble the price 
at which the same books can be bought at 
regular bookstores. Let us, therefore, pub- 
lishers and booksellers alike, get ready for 
a “drive” for better bookselling, based upon 
the education of the bookseller and the ex- 
perience of successful bookselling methods, 
which will help to down illiteracy, to extend 
education and to make the American public, 
as it should be, the greatest reading public 
in the world!

A LIVE BOOK DEPARTMENT 

ICTURE a prosperous midwestern city 
p of 110,000 people, one second-hand book- 
store, one gift shop carrying some of the 
more popular titles, one book, newspaper, 
picture framing and wallpaper store with a 
large stock of poorly arranged and soiled 
books, and a good book section in each of 
the two main department stores of the city, 
and you have the setting for the following 
account of a year’s bookselling, during which 
the net sales were increased twenty per cent. 
This article has to do with the book sec- 
tion of one of the department stores. The 
department consisted of twelve tables and 
eighteen sections of book racks arranged in 
an “L” shape, accessible to patrons. There 
were three assistants with a manager in 
charge. Each assistant was responsible for 
a special class of stock. She was required 
to keep it clean, to see that important and 
regularly stocked items were kept up, and 
to be familiar with forthcoming similar books. 
The manager of the department conducted a 
Booksellers’ School, held after hours, during 
which important questions pertaining to 
books and bookselling were discussed, ideas 
exchanged and questions answered. In addi- 
tion to a general mailing list containing the 
names of all patrons, their addresses, special 
books in which they were interested, and a 
record of recent purchases, each salesperson 
had a special list of her customers. On these 
cards she endeavored to record persons’ dis- 
likes in order to avoid offending good but 
difficult customers. Besides this, each sales- 
person kept in touch with new books thru 
publishers’ advertising literature, the PusiisH- 
ers’ WEEKLY, The New York Times Book 
Review, the Bookman and other book helps. 
Great study was given to the selection of 
stock which was judged on the basis of how 
it would apply to the department’s particular 
trade. Merchandising was never lost sight 
of, yet this store always had a representative 
stock of classics, standard sets in good bind- 
ings, leather editions of Kipling, Conrad, 
O. Henry, Lagerléf, Oscar Wilde, Bret Harte, 
Meredith, Grayson, Oxford University Clas- 
sics, complete sets of Mark Twain, Henry Van 
Dyke, Maeterlinck, both the Cambridge and 
Cabinet edition of the standard poets, most 
important modern poets, works of history, 
travel, biography, memoirs, theology, philos- 
ophy, sex hygiene, domestic science, illus- 
trated gift books, art, drama, a representa- 
tive line of Everyman’s Library and Burt’s 
Home Library, school, bride and wedding 
record books, dictionaries, encyclopedias and 
atlases, military training manuals, business 
books, juveniles for all ages, inspirational 
s, nature and garden books, Russian lit- 
erature, war books, popular copyrights and a 
complete line of new fiction. While the de- 
partment never kept .a great quantity, it en- 
deavored to anticipate the immediate demand 


and was very careful about watching re- 
orders. 








Each month a summary of the new books 
was sent to the persons on the mailing list. 
Out of town orders were specially solicited; 
newspaper announcements of births or mar- 
riages were followed up by personal letters 
inclosing a selected list of books suitable for 
the care of a baby or the establishment of a 
home library. It was found that the book 
department greatly influenced the literary 
vogue of the city. When it pushed books on 
the drama, poetry, Russian literature, etc., by 
selling to a few representative people, these 
books became the fashion. This bookstore 
was represented at lectures and conventions 
by displays of suitable books and a few digni- 
fied signs. 

A BOOKSELLER’S YEAR 


January, as is customary, was clean-up and 
inventory month. First the assistants went 
thru the stock picking out soiled or hurt books, 
old line numbers, and titles undesirable from 
a merchandising point of view. These were 
arranged in lots to be offered in a clearance 
sale at reductions varying from 20 per cent 
to 50 per cent, depending on the salable merit 
of each. Generally books were marked down 
to a price which would sell them. Next, the 
stock was refreshed with art-gum and clean 
jackets were added when necessary. Liberal 
publicity made the sale highly successful. In- 
ventory followed. Titles remaining unsold 
after the sale were marked down still fur- 
ther. The final inventory figure was reduced 
10 per cent to allow for the year’s depreciation 
(a similar reduction had been made the pre- 
vious year) leaving a net figure of approxi- 
mately $4000. During this general clean-up 
and inventory the regular customer was not 
neglected, in fact, patrons that month were 
invited to look over special items offered at 
greatly reduced prices, in addition to new 
books, graduation gift books, etc., on display. 

February was one of the hardest months of 
the year, and, with possibly a few exceptions, 
the publishers did not help the situation ma- 
terially for there were very few new books 
issued. The department made special dis- 
plays of books on Lincoln and Washing- 
ton and other patriotic books with satisfactory 
results. During this month the mailing list 
came in for special attention. 

The department also launched a campaign 
on business books. It sent out 2000 circulars 
to business men of the city and gained fur- 
ther publicity by window displays and news- 
paper advertising. The local librarian co- 
operated by placing posters in the chamber 
of commerce and in office buildings calling 
attention to the advantages of reading busi- 
ness books. The books attractively displayed 
in a prominent part of the department were 
sold by a specially trained assistant. It is 
dificult to get men to shop in a department 
store book department, but the business books 
brought them. This was one of the good ef- 
fects of the drive. The general results were 
very satisfactory. When the campaign, which 


lasted all the month, ceased, the local library 
hought a bill of almost $100 worth of busi- 
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ness books to care for the extra demand for 
this class of literature, occasioned by the 
widespread publicity. Special titles of general 
interest were stocked, while the small balance 
was returned to the publishers who were good 
enouch to send the stock with the understand- 
ing that a small per cent might be returned if 
unsold. 

As March began with Lent, Bibles, testa- 
ments and religious books were featured. The 
salesperson in charge of these sections had 
been specially trained in selling the various 
editions and versions of the Bible, hymnals, 
etc. Newspaper advertising was confined to 
featuring the best Bible or prayer book to be 
had for prices from 50c. up. The demand in 
the city was for the best article obtainable at 
the lowest price, a demand which this store 


satisfied without selling under regular net 
retail. Service, attention, courtesy, and a 


knowledge of books gave it the preference. 


During each week of the month the depart- 
ment featured special religious books by 
means of counter and window displays, news- 
paper advertising, and the distribution of cir- 
culars to church members of different de- 
nominations. 


In April spring books were featured. Each 
customer received an individual announcement 
of the new publications in which he would 
be most interested. The results of this spe- 
cialized service were very gratifying. The 
moving picture theater featured a film version 
of a popular novel.published in a 60c. edition. 
The bookstore made a display of this book 
with the sign “Read the book— See the picture 
at ———— Theater, March —.” .In exchange 
for this publicity the theater ran a slide read- 
ing: “See the film here March —, Read the 
book—on sale at ” The picture ran a 
week, and during that time over a hundred 
copies of the book were sold with absolutely 
no expense for advertising, circularizing, etc. 
Many people came to the department to buy 
who had never been there before. Special 
care was taken to make them regular patrons. 
The last of April was “Baby Week” when 
Holt’s “The Care and Feeding of Children,” 
baby records, and other books of interest to 
mothers were featured. 


May was garden and nature book month. 
Garden books were pushed thru circularizing 
the following: garden clubs, high school pu- 
pils who were gardening under the direction 
of their teachers, and the City Planning Com- 
mission which advocated gardens on all vacant 
lots. The local newspapers were good enough 
to review a few garden books at the booksel- 
ler’s suggestion. A special department and 
window display with pictures of flower and 
vegetable gardens attracted much attention 
and sold books. During the month a news- 
paper bird-house contest closed. The prize- 
winning houses made an attractive and inter- 
esting window for the display of bird books. 
The National Association of Audubon So- 
cieties and the Boy Scouts of America as 
well as school and college students furnished 


| 
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good prospects for the sale of books on birds. 
butterflies, trees, ferns, and shrubs. 

June, the graduate’s and bride’s month, was 
devoted to featuring suitable gift books. There 
was a special display of books suitable for 
wedding gifts including a few well bound 
standard sets attractively arranged over velvet 
and held together by book ends. This table 
also displayed bride record books, art and gift 
books with fine bindings or with beautiful] 
illustrations. 

A graduation book exhibit showed a com 
plete line of girl and boy graduate books in 
assorted bindings, and other suitable gift 
books. Parents of graduates received an 
nouncements of the special exhibit with a cor 
dial invitation to call. A small newspape: 
advertisement was run every few days alter 
nating between graduation and wedding gifts. 
A window display showing a bride and groom 
coming out of a church and a graduation 
window featuring a young girl graduate 
helped sales which showed a noticeable in 
crease over the previous year. 

July brought warm weather and with that 
the exploitation of summer reading. As i 
the case of the spring announcement, a list 
of ‘summer reading consisting of about six 
titles specially selected, was sent. to the per 
sons on the mailing list. With this was en 
closed an announcement that people going 
away for the summer would be advised of new 
books as issued, and copies would be sent upo: 
request. In many cases these letters brought 
requests for one new book a week, or a fort- 
night, up to’a certain date. In view of July 
heing a generally quiet month, the store took 
special’ pains with displays, and followed up 
customers even more closely than usual. Dur 
ing this dull month the book department made 
many friends because there was more time 
than usual to be given to individual visitors 

August in the midwest is extremely hot, and 
people spend much time at the country clubs 
on the links or tennis courts or in canoeing, 
swimming, riding, or camping. The local golf 
club was preparing for its tournament, the 
tennis club was starting its preliminaries, while 
the beaches were holding all sorts of aquatic 
contests. The book department took advan- 
tage of this interest and friendly competition 
by featuring those different subjects and the 
practical and useful books on each. It had 
previously laid in a limited but representative 
stock of the latest and most authentic books 
on outdoor sports. A good many dollars’ 
worth of books were sold on these subjects, 
while the other stores in town did not have 
stock of a single title. This same month 
brought many soldiers to town and the de- 
partment buyer secured a most complete stock 
of military books, without great obligation, 
due to the generosity of several military 
book publishers. Salespeople were instructed 
as to the rank of army and navy men, so 
when a military man came into the department 
he was addressed, “Good afternoon, Lieuten- 
ant,” “Good morning, Sergeant,” etc. A great 
many of the men were new to the service and 
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it was surprising what a pleasing effect this 
had upon them. 

September opened up with the military book 
business daily increasing. Special care was 
given to each demand and names and branch 
of service were noted. Later, each man was 
advised of a new book pertaining to his 
branch. Altho many soldiers went to camp 
elsewhere they still sent their orders to the 
store that gave them personal attention. 

With the opening of school came a large 
dictionary sale. In preparation for this two 
thousand dictionaries had been purchased in 
June. These were divided into four lots: 25¢c. 
books sold at 17c. (costing 12c.); 75c. books, 
at 49c. (costing 35c.); $1.50 books, at 98c. 
(costing 65c.) ; and $3.50 books, at $2.49 (cost- 
ing $1.75). It must be added that while none 
of the books offered were net publications they 
were all good dictionaries, specially purchased 
from reliable publishers. Teachers, parents 
and children bought largely. The September 
business was doubled. 

October brought the announcement of fall 

hooks similar to the spring carfpaign. There 
were many rainy and disagreeable days during 
this month, but owing to the pleasant rela- 
tions established between salespeople and 
patrons, it. was possible to communicate with 
customers by telephone, and thus to keep sales 
ahead of the previous year. The last two 
weeks of October were designated for a drive 
on poetry and Russian literature. The depart- 
ment carried a representative stock of both 
subjects in addition to quantities of the par- 
ticular titles to be used for study in clubs. 
_ November saw most of the Christmas stock 
in place. The first two weeks were given to 
an intensive campaign on books of the drama. 
The English teachers in the schools granted 
permission for a sign to be posted on their 
bulletin boards to the effect that — Book 
Department had a stock of drama books well 
worth seeing. The interest of the Woman’s 
Club was secured, and other clubs also re- 
sponded very well. The result was a good 
sale on books of the drama, which continued. 
During the latter part of November, in con- 
junction with the Parents and Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation, an exhibit of juvenile books was placed 
In a special room at the city library. Each 
hook was approved by the librarian and the 
officials of the Parent Teachers’ Association. 
lhe book department assistant in charge took 
orders for delivery on December 20th. In 
addition, the library prepared a list of “two 
books a year for my child.” This was ap- 
proved by the Citv Superintendent of Schools, 
who had ten thousand copies of the list dis- 
tributed to the school children. The book de- 
partment found that the books on the list were 
the readiest sellers during Christmas. and not 
one of them listed for less than $1.50, while 
most ran at $2 and over. 

In December the juvenile exhibit was moved 
to the book department. A full page classi- 
‘ied advertisement was run in both newspapers 
covering all classes of books in the depart- 
ment. The more important titles were stacked 
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in quantities from the floor up. Many were 
wrapned ready for delivery. The salesforce 
increased from four to twelve. These extra 
people were trained for thirty minutes each 
evening after business. As a whole, they were 
people interested in books, altho in many cases 
not experienced salespeople. Every night stock 
was straightened after new items were brought 
down from the stock rooms. Displays were 
watched and changed when necessary. Mer- 
chandising and turnover were watchwords. 
This month sales amounted to one-third of 
the annual business.

THE START OF BOOKSELLING 
CLASSES IN AMERICA 


HERE is no new thing under the sun, 
"Tana our effort to establish intensive train- 
ing for booksellers is but a step in the 
evolution of trade as it fulfils itself in Europe. 
The history of the Booksellers’ League fore- 
shadows the coming event of vocational edu- 
cation: the booksellers of the generation that 
is passing are now aware that systematic 
preparation is essential to the satisfaction of 
any ambitions for the elevation of their trade. 
Credit for the present activity that presages 

a school for booksellers belongs to the Book- 
sellers’ League of New York, for in I912 a 
committee (whose personnel has remained 
practically unchanged) was appointed to con- 
sider the training of assistants. Its modest 
first step was a series of lectures dealing with 
the condtict of the business, at the Liberal 
Club’s quarters in East 19th Street. Once a 
month, at I p.m., booksellers and clerks as- 
sembled to hear competent speakers discuss 
essential topics. The hour proved unpractical 
and we changed to 7 p.m. and shifted our 
meeting place with each lecture; instead of 
gathering in a place unrelated to our work 
we met at a different hospitable bookstore 
everv month. The effect of this was to fa- 
miliarize clerks with numerous stores and

various systems of arrangement and display 
and to encourage the closer union that grows 
out of the relation of host and guest. 

In the early part of I915 an integrated 
course of thirty hours was begun under the 
auspices of the West Side Young Men’s 
Christian Association for which a small fee 
was charged. Half the time was devoted to 
lectures on the history of literature, the other 
half to trade instruction. The season of 1916- 
1917 saw a similar course of 40 hours. The 
attendance was small but steady; the stu- 
dents included clerks from bookstores and 
department stores, a few high-school teachers 
interested in extending our work to their 
schools, and some others. The fact that the 
Y. M. C. A. last fall declined to continue 
offering its educational privilege to women 
and the general preoccupation with the war 
brought our activities to a halt. 

Several years ago we succeeded in arous- 
ing the interest of the public evening schools 
in a class in bookselling but the difficulty of 
securing an instructor and the uncertainty as 


to the trade’s support balked our plan. 
Failure in New York became success in 
Philadelphia; the beginnings of the well 


known work there may be seen in my corre- 
spondence in 1914 with the director of voca- 
tional training and guidance. Another off- 
shoot of which we are proud is the English 
interest in bookselling education which fol- 
lowed correspondence and interviews that 
arose from our early experiments. 
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It is too early to speak of success but our 
soundest achievement is the diffusion of our 
idea. The trade accepts it and there are no 
longer any scoffers. The task of putting it 
into effective practice still confronts us but | 
am confident that with the co-operation of 
library schools—a union that I have long 
hoped for—it will be accomplished.

HAT shall a bookseller read that will 
especially for booksellers?” 

These questions from a correspondent bring 
question as to what a librarian shall read is 
answered with remarkable brevity and full- 
she must read unceasingly, not much in a few 
books but a little in all the books, all the 
With her there can be no question of what to 
read, she must read it all, not all of all she 
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sees, but a little of everything she sees. Any 
worker in any library who does not read, read, 
and forever read cannot hope for and cannot 
expect any notable success.” 

If such an ambition, such an attempt, is not 
out of the question for a librarian, it ought 
not to be out of the question for a bookseller. 
The only difference is that a bookseller is 
rarely encouraged by his employer to read, 
while a librarian is both encouraged and re- 
quired to read. 

The bookseller has, perhaps, one advantage 
over the librarian in the fact that so little has 
been written for his particular use and in- 
struction, whereas the librarian is oversup- 
lied. 

, There is-only one book in English, that I 
know of, on the subject of book salesmanship: 

“The Profession of Bookselling: A Handbook of 
Practical Hints for the Apprentice and Bookseller.” 
By Adolph Growoll. Published at the Office of the 
PuBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, now, unfortunately, out of 
print but to be found at most of the libraries or pro- 
curable thru them by inter-library loan. 

This work, written by a former managing 
editor of the PusiisHEeRS’ WEEKLY, is at once 
the most scholarly and most practical of hand- 
books. The commercial side of bookselling is 
treated impartially with the literary side. It 
is a text-book to be studied, a reference book 
to be consulted, and a collection of essays to 
be read for pure delight. 

“The Profession of Bookselling” is in three 
parts. Part I and Part II are no longer ob- 
tainable but Part III can be secured from the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY. 

The table of contents of Part III reads as 
follows: 

The Correspondence Department. 
The Salesman. 

The Store-Boy. 

Subscription Book Business. 
The Commercial Traveler. 

The Old Book Trade. 

Early Auctions. 

Incunabula, etc. 

Part III was published after Mr. Growoll’s 
death and did not have the benefit of his 
revision. This work, the pioneer in the field 
of bookselling instruction, covers every phase 
of the bookselling business. There are other 
books which treat of bookselling from the 
standpoint of the book agent, the book can- 
vasser, but Growoll’s is the only handbook for 
the bookseller in the bookstore. 

No instruction in bookselling can ever be 
final or complete, for the reason that “of 
making many books there is no end.” If a 
bookseller is to keep up to date in his profes- 
sion, he must read the book reviews of the 
day. A book review should not necessarily 
do a man’s reading for him, but it should be 
a reading-saver and time-saver, and above all 
it should keep him posted as to the relative 
importance of new and forthcoming books. 

There are several book reviews of impor- 
tance in America to-day. 

The Book Review Digest. Published monthly by the

book clerks can afford. Every bookstore 





should take a subscription for the use of its 
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clerks. This monthly publication gives di- 
gests of book reviews in fifty English and 
American periodicals.

A review more pro than 
con is +—. A review more con than pro is 
—-+. The Book Review Digest is the most 
impartial guide a bookseller can have in his 
reading.

The book reviews of the Dial are more 
worthy the name of literary criticisms than 
the book reviews of any of the other period- 
icals mentioned. The Nation is the only other 
American periodical that ranks with the Dial 
as a journal of literary criticism. Since the 
New York Evening Post bought the Nation, 
much of the same material appears in both 
papers. The bookseller who reads the Post 
does not need to read the Nation. 

The Bookman. Published monthly by Dodd, Mead & 

Company. $3.00 a year. 

The Bookman is especially interesting for 
its many illustrations and for its paragraphs 
about authors. Altho an organ of the pub- 
lishing house of Dodd, Mead & Company, it 
is very generous in its praise of the books 
of other publishers. 

The Book Review, besides an independent 
edition with booksellers’ imprint, is issued 
monthly as a supplement to the third number 
of the PusiisHers’ WEEKLY to which refer- 
ence was made in Lesson VI on Reference 
Books in the PustisHers’ WEEKLY for Feb. 16. 

Every bookseller should know something 
about the history of bookselling, about its be- 
ginnings, its traditions, its development. The 
life stories of famous booksellers are very 
inspiring, and are far too little known. Few 
persons had ever heard of Jacob Tonson 
until Arnold Bennett used the name for a 
pseudonym in “Books and Authors.” —

COMMON SENSE 


Since the day on which the American Book- 
sellers’ Association announcement was first 
published, I have not had a sale which I 
could honestly attribute to my own direct ef- 
torts to sell more books by suggestion. Cus- 
tomers knew just what they wanted, books 
sold themselves, or my advice was just acted 
upon. 

One customer on whom I tried every in- 
genious and subtle scheme, told me confident- 
ly, and with embellishments, how eminently 
desirable the books I had shown appeared to 
him, how deeply he appreciated my courtesy, 
and then, with naive candor, confessed his 
own lack of funds. On another occasion, a 
morose individual, out of sheer perversity I 
am now convinced, took an unpleasant de- 
light in purchasing the very books I did not 
recommend ! 

Previous to September, however, I had been 
embodying in my sales work such bits of 
minor psychology as were peculiarly applic- 
able to the case in hand. Minor psychology, 
I term it. It might just as well be called 
ordinary common sense. However— 

One of the largest sales of single copies I 
ever had was the result of the direct applica- 
tion of the sales psychology I usually employ. 
First I took the customer to the shelf on 
dramatic literature (she had asked for plays), 
second, I made use of the titles of books on 
correlated subjects which I have memorized, 
and third, I left the customer looking at some 
interesting books which I had recommended 
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briefly as I took her purchase to be wrapped. 
To consider this sale in its proper order: The 
young lady had already purchased from an- 
other clerk a volume of Wilde’s plays, and 
on my advice bought “Rosmersholm,” “Mori- 
turi” and “Three Plays for Puritans.” My 
suggestions were directed by her apparent 
taste for good dramatic literature. A_ vol- 
ume of “Five Russian Plays” attracted her 
attention which she purchased. My next sug- 
gestions creating no buying response, I rec- 
ommended a war book, which, with a corre- 
lated subject title, resulted in a further sale. 
In this manner “Russian Court Memories” 
and “Inside the German Empire” were added 
to her collection with “A Student in Arms,”

first and second series. Before taking the 
books to the wrapping desk I pointed out a 
few novels which I recommended briefly. 
Upon my return she added “The Sailor,” “El 
Supremo,” “Royal Outlaw” and “Crystal 
Age” to her original purchase.” Money wait- 
ing to be spent, $6.30 that had nearly escaped 
me! The total of this sale was then $25.00 
approximately. 

This sale illustrates another important fac- 
tor in successful selling besides those ex- 
plained before, and that is—variety. You can 
very soon exhaust your customer’s interest in 
the subject he originally inquired about. 
Start on something new then. Walk him to 
the war book counter, say, and talk interest- 
ingly and impersonally on the book you have 
in mind. 

Try to be impersonal. Rather than “I have 
a new stock of wonderful war books,” say: 
“The most promising and interesting books 
yet written on the war have been received 
this week.” Leave “I” out of your talk if 
you can. “I” means much, but after all not 
too much. You represent an individual and 
personal opinion. Quote from some author- 
ity whenever possible. There seems to be a 
compelling finality about the opinion of such 
an abstract personality as “a prominent re- 
viewer on the N. Y. Times,’ while such 
authority as is embodied in “highly praised by 
Kipling” or “is strongly endorsed by William 
Dean Howells” has a positively fatal effect 
on the customer’s pocket-book. Of coufge

These books are histories of English book- 

sellers. They are such entertaining reading

on the customer’s pocket-book. Of course, 
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your steady customers accept unreservedly 
the recommendations of the salesman who has 
“waited on me for years.” I’m writing of 
the newer buyers, however, and the more dis- 
criminating class who purchase books intel- 
ligently. Some people take everything a book 
clerk recommends. You don’t need sales 
psychology for them! 

Besides the previously mentioned sugges- 
tions I would advise that a salesman observe 
as closely as possible the whims and person- 
ality of his customer. Do not use positively 
masculine terms of descriptive admiration to 
a lady of refinement, or “an exquisite tale,” 
“thoroly delightful” to a bluff, hearty gentle- 
man. Bring forward the qualities in a book 
that your customer admires most, or to which 
he naturally inclines. 

Be careful not to arouse a subconscious re- 
sentment and unreasonable prejudices against 
some particular volume by a too persistent 
recommendation. Rather, follow the path of 
least resistance and try to work wp your 
customer’s interest in another book. 

Criticise little, recommend construetively. 
Make use of such phrases as “I don’t think 
that book will interest you,” when questioned 
regarding it, instead of “Oh, it isn’t worth 
while reading.” 

Suggesting too many titles to a customer 
has the effect of bewildering him. Try to 
avoid gaps in your sales-talk, tho. Have an- 
other book ready when his immediate interest 
in the last book has ceased. 

Avoid hackneyed phrases. Polish up your 
list of direct and vigorous adjectives. That 
helps. Some clerks make such frequent use 
(or abuse) of “tremendous book,” “big sell- 
er,” “great book” that one wonders what com- 
ment they would offer when trying to sell a 
standard dictionary. 

Above all things, do not use the negative 
suggestion. It neutralizes your efforts and 
thus your sales possibilities if you say, “I 
don’t know if you are interested in this sort 
of a book.” Instead, at the close of a sale, 
if you have the opportunity, say: “Just as a 
suggestion for a future purchase, ‘So and So,’ 
you will certainly find it enjoyable reading, 
etc. 

Of course, I have made no attempt to make 
this essay a complete guide to the psychology 
of bookselling. I have only written of 


some of the things that have been vitally help- 


ful to me and constructively useful to the 
people to whom I have explained them.

AUTHORS’ HEADS AS BOOKSELLERS’ 
SIGNS 


_ Travde local color is rather conspicuous for 
its absence in the “new business” of a com- 
paratively young nation like ours. Attempts 
at quaintness, at personality in business ex- 
teriors, and like innovations usually get them- 
selves set down as “queer” rather than 
“quaint.” As a result, in the book-trade for 
instance, where if anywhere local color might 
properly flourish, we subside into the John 
Smith Co., Jones’ Bookstore and similar un- 
inspired’ trade names. Mr. Knopf’s “Borzoi” 
trade-mark and name and the Sunwise Turn’s 
undecipherable red and blue cyclone-scene-in- 
a-forest are two outstanding exceptions, the 
one on the publishing side and the other on 
the retail. 

In England such things come much easier, 
tho even here the custom is nothing like so 
general as formerly. Cassell’s boasts the 
name of La Belle Sauvage while the Bodley 
Head is the even better known name of the 
Lane house. All over England are book- 
stores like Murray’s at Leicester known as 
‘Shakespeare’s Head” and Mr. Downing’s 
shop in Birmingham calling itself “Chaucer’s.” 

This happy faculty of endowing a book- 
shop with the name and perhaps a bit of the 
atmosphere of a great literary soul of the 
past has its roots deep down in the beginning 
of the English trade. Something of this is 
told in a recent letter to the Literary Supple- 
ment of the London Times by M. H. Spiel- 
mann, the historian of Punch. Shop signs, 


of course, were very common in the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries, but the first of the 
signs devoted to British authors, so far as 

r. Spielmann is aware, was the “Ben Jon- 
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son’s Head,” behind the Exchange, already set 
up in 1655, only eighteen years after Jon- 
son’s death—whence Robert Pollard issued 
Marston’s “Lust’s Dominion.” Next came 
“John Fletcher’s Head,’ in 1661—thirty-six 
years after his death—‘“on the Backside of 
St. Clements.” ‘There Francis Kirkman pub- 
lished plays by Webster and Fletcher. The 


| third Head was Shakespeare’s, to which the 


Tonsons remained faithful to the end. Jacob 
Tonson had discarded his “Judges Head” 
(first used in Chancery Lane) as well as his 
briefly adopted “Homer’s Head,” and by 1711 
he had erected his new Shakespeare sign 
“over against Catherine Street in the Strand.” 
Curiously enough, Tonson did not always use 
it for the imprint of his Shakespeare publica- 
tions. Dublin saw the next “Shakespeare’s 
Head” when George Risk set it up in Dame 
Street (1728). Then, in 1747, W. Reeve, at 
Serjeants’ Inn-gate, swung his similar sign. 
In 1721 (seventeen years after his death) 
“Locke’s,” or “Lock’s Head,” was kept in 
Paternoster Row by John Peele. Next, “Ad- 
dison’s Head,’ without Temple Bar, was es- 
tablished by Charles Cobbett in 1735 (only 
sixteen years after the essayist’s death). The 
sign was continued by the son till about 
1800. “Pope’s Head,” the sign of E. Curll 
in 1738, during the life-time of the poet, was 
the house of the piratical publisher of Rose 
Street, Covent Garden. It was not intended, 
as some have thought likely, to do honor to 
the Sovereign Pontiff, as in the case of the 
“Pope’s Head’ sign which existed in Lom- 
bard Street as early as 1561-84, when Thomas 
Hacket published there Anthony Munday’s 
“Watchword to England.” This “Pope’s Head” 
was revived (1668-80) by William Cademan 
by the New Exchange. In the same year, 
and under the same sign R. Walker pub- 
lished his Shakespeare. Again, in 1784, Sam- 
uel Paterson, opposite Durham Yard, in the 
Strand, issued the “Catalogue of a_ well- 
chosen Library” from his “Shakespear Head”; 
and in or about 1760 John Cooke, of Pater- 
noster Row, reverted to the original as well 
as the most modern fashion of spelling the 
poet’s name, and from his “Shakespeare’s 
Head” he published the well-known and popu- 
lar joke-book, “Jemmy Buck's Witty Jester.” 
At about the same time John Burnett, a book- 
seller of Aberdeen, was trading at the end of 
Broad Street under the same sign. The last 
“Shakespeare’s Head,” which yields not even 
to Tonson’s in dignity and repute, is that 
which swings at Stratford as the panache 
of Mr. A. H. Bullen. “Milton’s Head,” in 
Fleet Street, was set up by George Hawkins. 
Then, in 1749, a great Scotsman received his 
tribute by the suspension in the Strand of 
“Buchanan’s Head” (167 years after his 
death) by Andrew Millar, who succeeded the 
latest Tonson and, moved by patriotic rea- 
sons, displaced his Shakespeare and hung 
Buchanan up. Next after the Scotsman came 
the Irishman, when, in 1756, “Boyle’s Head” 
was established by Whiston and White in 
Fleet Street, sixty-five years after Boyle died, 
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but only twelve after the publication of his 
Complete Works. But in 1773 the inconstant 
White had discarded the Irish philosopher 
and set up “Horace’s Head” in his place. 
“Dryden’s Head” was H. Payne and Cross- 
ley's sign in Paternoster Row in 1761 (sixty- 
one years after the poet diedy. At the “Gar- 
rick’s Head,” in Catherine Street, in the 
Strand, W., Griffin published, in 1772, plays 
by Richard Cumberland and others. “Catos 
Head” came first, in 1719, when Chetwood 
“near the Royal Theatre” published Richard 
Savage’s “Love In a Well.” This was fol- 
lowed by “Homer’s Head,” but the works 
issued under the great singer’s aegis seem 
to have been scarcely worthy of the patronage. 
In 1733 Pilgrim Plowden’s “Farrago” was 
published by Lawton Gulliver in Fleet Street; 
in 1780 A. Brown had set up a similar sign in 
Broad Street, Aberdeen; and Wm. Owen, in 
Fleet Street yet another. In 1733 also 
“Plato’s Head” was adopted by T. Wilson 
and T. Durham in the Strand. From 1741 
onwards “Tully’s Head” in Pall Mall was 
the home of the Dodsleys. The sign was 
taken also by T. Becket and P. A. de Hondt, 
in the Strand. Three more signs of this 
class remain to be mentioned — “Seneca’s 
Head” in the Strand “near Somerset House,” 
which was kept by the bookseller, Mathew de 
Varette; “Virgil’s Head” opposite the Exeter 
Exchange in the Strand; occupied by Ab. Van- 
denhoeck and George Richmond, with a re- 
lated business in the same street—perhaps the 
same house—re-christened “Horace’s Head.” 
But the original “Horace’s Head,” as we have 
seen, was substituted for “Boyle’s Head,” by 
B. White in 1773. Then in 1761 the law fell 
foul of the swinging sign; authority gave it 
forth that signs must be fixed flat against 
the house wall. Picturesqueness had to give 
way to safety; and from that moment the 
glory of the signboard began to decay.

Prospect of Jewish Re-establishment 

Creates Demand for Zionist Works 

HE recent capture of Jerusalem by the 

British and the declaration of the British 

Government in favor of the re-establish- 
ment of a Jewish State in Palestine has 
created a great revival of interest in books 
bearing on the Holy Land and the world-wide 
movement among the Jewish people to re- 
cover their Homeland which has been lost to 
them for two thousand years. The Jews of 
the United States have started a movement 
to raise a great fund to restore Palestine 
and accomplish the repatriation of their peo- 
ple. It is predicted that a revival of Hebrew 
culture will follow the Jewish re-establish- 
ment.

BUSINESS AND ART 
By Ecmonr H. Arens of the Washington 
Square Book Shop, New York 

NE often hears the expression the “busi- 

ness of selling books” but not so often 
a the art of selling books,” and yet | 
elieve that if a little more emphasis were put 
. the “art” and less on the “business,” the 
}00k-shop would come to take a leading place, 
oe of a tail-end place, in the cultural 
ite in America. 
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INTERESTING SHOP 


Of course, I don’t mean to say that business 
is out of place in a book-shop, but it ought to 
be taken for granted, just as it is taken for 
granted that the routine details of a library 
or a school or an orchestra are handled in a 
business-like manner. The point I want to 
make is, that the book-shop ought to come into 
its own as one of the chief cultural and edu- 
cational forces in the community’s life. 

Books are different from hardware, or 
shoes or any other commodities which con- 
stitute the necessities of life, in that they are 
the tangible evidences of man’s spiritual de- 
velopment. Together with paintings and music 
they include mankind’s supremest achieve- 
ments. If a bookseller would only stop to 
think of it for a moment, he would find some- 
thing inspiring in the thought that he is a 
factor in bringing literature to the people. 
And from the moment he begins to think of 
his wares in the terms of literature rather 
than as best-sellers, he will rightly assume a 
new and worthy pride in his work. Only then 
does he emerge from the merchant class and 
become a cultural factor in his community. 

America is now emerging from her infancy 
as far as her intellectual development is con- 
cerned. There is a well defined movement go- 
ing forward in this country for a more vigor- 
ous literary expression of our national being. 
Up to the present, most of our authors have 
contented themselves with a more or less 
feeble echo of European traditions. But a 
new note is discernible—the younger genera- 
tion of writers has set itself the task of inter- 
preting the seething and manifold life that is 
surging in this, the new world. 

Whether or not the new writers will be able 
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to make themselves heard in the great silence 
of American indifference will depend to a 
large extent upon the bookseller. For in these 
days of complicated industry, the writer is 
very far removed from his public. He needs 
the co-operation first of the publisher, and 
second, of the bookseller. And of these, the 
bookseller is much the more important of the 
two, for he is closest to the people. 

There seems to be a persistent prejudice in 
the minds of our public, that all the good 
books were written long ago, in the times of 
Shakespeare, and Milton, and the rest of the 
“classical” writers. As a matter of fact the 
books which will live as literature in a coming 
generation are being written and published 
right now. And the bookseller who is on the 
alert to recognize and encourage what are 
really fine and worth-while among the books 
which come to his counter, is not only doing 
“good business,” but he is rendering a valuable 
service to the community as well. 

Best-seller statistics notwithstanding, it 
doesn’t need a very complicated proof that 
the more literary your public, the better your 
book business. And a literature-loving public 
can be developed as surely as a public that 
wants a certain kind of razor. There is some- 
thing substantial about good books, that makes 
people who know them want to own them. The 
best-seller is something to be read and for- 
gotten, and the library is as often resorted to 
as the bookstore. But people keep books that 
are literature, to refer to again and again. So 
the bookseller who encourages the distribu- 
tion of literature is showing real business acu- 
men. . 

It is not always easy to recognize the good 
books among the many less good as they come 
to the bookseller’s counter, but that is where 
the bookseller can show himself an artist, and 
then, as I have said, the “art of selling books” 
will come into its own.

R. H. DAVIS'S EXECUTORS SUE 
DOUGLAS FAIRBANKS 


HE Franklin Trust Co. and Charles 

Scribner’s Sons, as executors of the estate 

of Richard Harding Davis, started suit 
on April 11 against Douglas Fairbanks and 
the Triangle Film Corporation in the Federal 
District Court for an accounting of the re- 
ceipts of the motion picture “The Americano,” 
which, the complainants claim, was taken from 
Davis’s book “White Mice.” 

Davis wrote “White Mice” for the Saturday 
Evening Post. It was copyrighted by the 
Curtis Publishing Co. Later it was published 
in book form by Scribners and again copy- 
righted. The complaint alleges that the film 
company reproduced a valuable and material 
portion of the book. 

The picture is said to have been running for 
a year successfully. Henry Staton, a lawyer, 
of 80 Broadway, who filed the complaint, said 
that, if a verdict is returned in favor of his 
clients, he will seek to recover $100 for the 
first production of the picture and $50 for 
each succeeding production. 

Miss Anita Loos, who wrote the scenario, 
and John Emerson, the producer, are also 
defendants. 


TWO ENGLISH PUBLISHERS SEEK 
TO PUBLISH GERMAN BOOK 
OTH Cassell & Co., Ltd., and the Aero- 
plane and General Publishing Co., Ltd., 
have applied for a license to reproduce 

in England “Der Rote Kampfflieger” (‘The

published in Germany about June, 1917, and

“DIFFERENT” ADVERTISING 


RANT Richards’ chatty and expansive 
talks to book buyers which have been ap- 

— pearing lately in advertising columns of 
London Times’ “Literary Supplement” have 
come in for their share of comment, both jest- 
ing and otherwise. The New Statesman, as 
Mr. Richards himself acknowledges, is quoted 
recently as saying: “We shall next be hearing 
of Messrs. Chatto and Windus’s dinky little 
smiles, Messrs. Longmans’ ducky catalogues, 
and Mr. Grant Richards’ too perfectly coy 
advertisements.” An example of Mr. Rich- 
ards’ delightfully free and easy publicity meth- 
ods that will bring despair to the hearts of 
hard bargaining publishers who insist on fill- 
ing each golden inch of space with 60 golden 
titles appeared in a recent number of the 
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Timege in which he devoted the first four 
inches of good and expensive white space in 
his ad. to the following seemingly irrelevant 
discussion of the sale of English books in 


Japan: 

VERY now and then there come into this office, 
F;, unheralded, unexpected, orders from a _ certain 

Japanese bookshop in Tokyo, orders all the more 
welcome for being what Americans would call 
worth-while books, books which are only likely to be 
read by intelligent people. That bookshop has just 
sent me a list of the sale enjoyed by certain modern 
authors during 1917. From that list I learn that Eng- 
lish books seem to be most in demand. The English 
authors mentioned are twenty-one in number, be- 
ginning with Sir A. Conan Doyle and ending with 
Sir A. W. Pinero. Of the first 3000 volumes were 
sold during the year; of the second 50. H. G. Wells 
sold to the extent of 1000; Jerome K. Jerome, 500; 
Conrad, 500; G. B. S., 300; . Yeats, 200; 
Thomas Hardy, 200; Meredith, 200; Masefield, 100; 
Synge, 100. Certain authors very popular in Eng- 
land figure very low down; some do not figure at all. 
Among American names given are: Jack London, 
800; Mark Twain, 500; Henry James, 100; W. D. 
Howells, 50. Of twelve French authors about three- 
quarters as many books were sold as of the twenty-one 
English: the list begins with Maupassant, Hugo, and 
Dumas, 1000 each, and includes Zola, 800; Flaubert, 
400; Verlaine, 300; Anatole France, 200. German 
literature makes a comparatively poor showing. (In 
fairness, perhaps, we should remember that German 
books may not be easy to import.) There are six 
names, beginning with Nietzsche, 500, and ending 
with Hauptmann, 100. The Japanese read the Rus- 
sians a great deal more freely than we do; of fourteen 
authors they took more than three-quarters of the 
books they took from the twenty-one English. The 
list begins with Tolstoy, 2000; goes on with Dostoiev- 
ski, 1000; Turgenev, 600; Artzibashef, 400; and ends 
with Garshin, roo. Of other nationalities, one notes 
with interest Ibsen, 500; Maeterlinck, 500; d’Annun- 
zio, 500; Fogazzaro, 200; Tagore, 100; and Verhaeren, 
200. I should add that the figures are of the sales 
“of specified authors only” and that ‘‘other foreign 
books are sold.”

COPYRIGHT NOTES 
Copyright Agreement with Austrialia 


NDER the date of April 3 President 
Wilson issued a proclamation promul- 
gating reciprocal copyright relations 
with Australia in regard to literary and mu- 
sical works. After the preliminary formal 
reference the proclamation reads as follows: 

Whereas there has been received from the 
Government of Great Britain satisfactory of- 
ficial assurance that the Government of Aus- 
tralia has issued an order in council, effec- 
tive March 15, 1918, providing that the ex- 
isting copyright law of that country and the 
territories of Papua and Norfolk Island, in- 
cluding the provisions as to existing works, 
shall, subject to the provisions of the said 
law and of the said order, apply— 

(a) To literary, dramatic, musical, and 
artistic works the authors whereof were at 
the time of the making of the works citizens 
of the United States of America in like man- 
ner as if the authors were British subjects. 

(b) In respect of residence in the United 
States of America in like manner as if such 
residence had been residence in the Com- 
monwealth of Australia and the Territories 
of Papua and Norfolk Island. 

Provided that— 

(I) The term of copyright within the Com- 
monwealth of Australia and the Territories 
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of Papua and Norfolk Island shall not ex- 
ceed that conferred by the law of the United 
States of America. 

(II) The enjoyment of the rights con- 
ferred by this order shall be subject to the 
accomplishment of the conditions and for- 
malities prescribed by the law of the United 
States of America. 

(III) In the application to existing works 
of the provisions of section 24 of the im- 
perial copyright act, 1911, the commencement 
of this order shall be susbtituted for the 26th 
of July, 1910, in sub-section 1 (b). 

Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, Presi- 
dent of the United States of America, do de- 
clare and proclaim that one of the alterna- 
tive conditions specified in section 8 (b) of 
the act of March 4, 1909, now exists and is 
fulfilled in respect to the citizens of Aus- 
tralia and the territories of Papua and Nor- 
folk Island, and that such citizens shall be 
entitled to all the benefits of section - (e) 
of the said act, including “copyright con- 
trolling the parts of instruments serving to 
reproduce mechanically the musical work” in 
the case of all musical compositions by 
composers of Australia and the territories of 
Papua and Norfolk Island published and 
duly registered in the United States on and 
after March 15, 1918, for copyright in the 
United States. 

In testimony whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 

Done in the District of Columbia this 3d 
day of April, in the year of our Lord 10918, 
and of the independence of the United States 
of America the 142d.

ation of Philadelphia was held at the 
Franklin Inn Club on the evening of 
April roth when H. C. Brown of New York, 
publisher of “Valentine’s Manual” and other 
hooks of interest to antiquarians, gave an 
illustrated lecture on “Old New York.” It 
looked almost as if there would be no pic- 
tures. following a “last moment” discovery 
that the Club lantern was out of order. How- 
ever, these enterprising Philadelphian hosts 
found a man willing to commit burglary on 
his own store which was protected by an 
electric anti-burglary device! The necessary 
new part of the lantern was procured, and 
the pictures were shown. The material Mr. 
Brown had collected. showing old sites in 
New York contrasted with the present ap- 
pearance of the same localities, was well 
worth seeing.
